weeks. 
Mrs. W allace and a niece who re­ 
sides in Paris, France, were with 
him at the end. 
Born at Lexington, Missouri, Mr. 
W allace was active in councils of 
the 
Democratic 
party 
for 
many 
years. 
He never sought pub lic office. 
His pub lic service consisted of tw'o 
years as receiver of pub lic moneys 
of Utah, to which he was appointed 
b y 
President 
Cleveland, 
and 
as 
United States amb assador to France 
from 1919 to 1921, to which post 
he was named b y President Wilson. 
Mr. W allace was elected a mem­ 
b er of the Democratic national com­ 
m ittee from W ashington in 1892 and 
again in 1896, b ut resigned b efore 
completing his second term. 
He 
was elected aagin in 1916. 
He w^as 
chosen frequently as delegate to 
the Democratic national conventions 
and took an active part in the cam­ 
paigns of 1912 and 1916 in which 
Woodrow Wilson was elected pres­ 
ident.

R ESTO R IN G B R U N K T O O F F IC E 


:gtate Treasurer Brunk 
who 
has just 
been restored to his office by a decision 
of the supreme court which ruled that 
the law under which Governor Caulfield 
ousted him from office was unconstitu­ 
tional, hence non-effective, so that in a 
few moments after the decision was hand­ 
ed down he entered the state treasurer s 
office and at once assumed the duties of 
that office, thereby ousting S. L. Cantley , 
who was made acting treasurer when 
Brunk was ousted by the governor. 
As 
soon as the governor heard of the dicis- 
ion of the court he asked for a conference 
which' Brunk very - haughtily declined, de­ 
claring that the governor’s office was as 
close to his as his was to the governor’s. 
Brunk seemed to forget that the matter 
of his guilt or innocence of the offense 
with which he was charged was not gone 
into 
by the 
court 
at 
all. 
The court 
only ruled that the law which had been 
on the books for some fifty y ears and un­ 
der which the governor acted when he 
ousted Brunk was in conflict with the 
constitution, and the court was of one 
mind on that one point. 
But the accused 
treasurer pointed out that the court was 
unanimous in its discussion and he appar­ 
ently took it for granted that he had been 
cleared of all charges when the facts aie 
that he personally had not been taken 
into consideration by the court. 
It is now up to the house of represen­ 
tatives which meets within a few day s. 
Whether they will go into the matter or 
not remains to be seen. 
The history of the case briefly told 
is this: 
Brunk was suspended from office on the 
mcrning of October 14 by Governor Caul­ 
field after an investigation launched by 
the chief 
executive 
resulted in charges 
that the state treasurer had converted in­ 
terest due the state to his own personal 
account. 
Following the announcement of 
Brunk’s suspension, S. L. Cantley , state 
finance commissioner, took charge of the 
office of state treasurer. 
Auditors’ reports of the records of the 
Bank of Aurora, a state depository in 
Brunk’s home town, and a subsequent in­ 
vestigation by Edward G. Robison, an as­ 
sistant attorney general, revealed, it was 
alleged, that Brunk had failed to deposit 
in the state treasury $4 ,9 03 due from the 
state deposit the 
Aurora 
bank 
held. 
Brunk was a close personal friend of M. 
T. Easley , cashier, and Ed Adams, presi­ 
dent of the Aurora bank. His two friends 
financed his campaign for state treasurer 
in 19 28 , and lent him approximately $12,- 
5 00 without security . 
When the bank 
failed Brunk’s debts totaled $23,000. 
Denied Rent A ccou nt Knowledge. 
The 
governor’s 
investigation 
further 
disclosed that a part of the mopey that 
never was sent to the state treasury was 
credited to an 
account 
known as the 
“ Brunk rent account.” . 
Deductions were 
made from state interest pay ments and 
credited to this account. 
Checks were 
drawn against it to 
pay 
interest on 
Brunk’s notes, his taxes, and lodge dues. 
President Adams drew the checks. Brunk 
has denied any knowledge of the account. 
We wonder who h.e thought was pay ­ 
ing his taxes, lodge dues and other obli­ 
gations. 
, 
The state has made claim for more 
than $2 5 ,000 which it alleges the bank 
Dwed for failure to pay interest. 
Whether any further action is taken in 
J iis much mixed affair or note, the gen­ 
eral public believe that the governor was 
imply justified in his efforts to protect 
state treasury , 
iii justice to Mr. Brunk we add that he 
itijies any wrong doing in this matter.
